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OON after the United States entered 
the war the American Red Cross 
sent a mission to Russia to deter- 
mine the needs of that country 
with a vial at elttetnat Cheek Sole.

Winslow, a member of that commis- 
sion, has reoéntly made a report on pub- 
lic health and medical work in Russia 
which furnishes about the only ‘avail- 
ehle Gepeneanis. sapemation on De sabe’ 
ject. 

In all Russia there were 130,000,000 peo- 
ple in 1910, Of these 118,000,000 were 
living in Burepean Russia. During four 
of the intervening eight years Russia 
has been engaged in a devastating war.

& Highty-five per cent of this enormous 
population live in rural districts. The 
great bulk of them are not only ignorant 
on the subjects of hygiene and sanita- 
tion but being unable to read or write 
cannot be effecitvely reached by any or- 
dinary educational effort to inculcate 
right living.

Moscow has a fairly well developed 


} machinery for sanitation and the care 


of the sick. That of Pe is not 
so good. Outside of these cities 
there is very little. In 1912 there were 
1,063 towns and cities with more than 
10,000 people. Not more than twelve 
of these had any sort of sewage system 
and only 219 had any organized water 
supply. Of the 219 only 167 supplied 
water to private houses, and, only 59 
had filters. If these elementary sani- 
tary necessities were so poorly supplied 
it is easy to understand how rudimen- 
tary other provisions for health were. 

’ To serve the population of European 
Russia, excluding Russian Poland and 
the provincss of Vilna, Kovno, and 
Krohn, there were 18,3820 cians en- 


} gaged in civil life. This gave a pro- 


portion of one physician to 1,700 inhabi- 
tants in the cities and one to 23,000 
inhabitants in the rural districts. For 
purposes of comparison we note that 150,- 
000 physicians serve the 100,000,000 people 
in this country, or 1 to 666, We are 
providing our military forces with seven 
physicians for each 1,000 troops—one to 
143 soldiers, In other words, the Rus- 
sian rural districts has about one-thirty- 
fourth the medical service given to the 
average American and one hundred and 
fiftieth that given our soldiers and sail- 
ora. ‘ ‘ %® .

One result is that the death rate in 
Russia is 44 as compared with 15 in this 
country, and their baby death rate is 
around 300 as compared with ours of 
around 100. Obviously neither curative y 
nor preventive medicine could amount 
to much under such circumstances, and 
in consequence Russia has developed two 
institutions both unknown in this ‘coun- 
try. The first of these is the feldschers 
or physicians’ assistants. The feldschers 
go through grammar school and then 
take four years in the elements of medi- 
cine, Their work is that of physicians’ 
assistants. In 1910 there were 25,810 
of these and 11,925 midwives. 


The other group are known as semsto 


gemsto districts there are 4,287 mu- 
nicipal physicians and 4,952 municipal 
feldschers. The total then was 22,607 
physicians and 11,926 midwives, or a 
grand total of 64,794. To supply badly 
needed service in many directions the 
zemstvos or rural constituent assémbles 
were provided for in 1864: The zemstvos 
are elected somewhat as our state legis- 
lators are. They pass lecal laws and 
also administer local affairs. At the be- 
ginning of the revolution at least thirty- 
five out of the fifty provinces in Rus- 
sia had zemstvos. When =the central 
government broke down early in this war 
at least so far as furnishing hospital and 
medical care and even food agd clothing 
to the army was concerned, the defect 
was remedied by the zemstvo. When the 
zémstvo were formed thirty-two provin- 
cial hospitals with 6,200 beds and 303 
district hospitals with 5,100 beds were 
turned over to them. 


' After experimenting in several. direo- 


| tions the zemstvos, about 1870, districted 


the country and undertook te supply 
free medical and hospital service to 
everybody that needed it, as one of the 
functions of government. It is this 
service which employs the 4,287 physi- 
cians and 4,962 feldschers. Hach zemstvo 
medical district centers around a zemstvo 
hospital or dispensary or both.
